ethishem Steel has been one of the world’s leading shipbuilding and 
ship repairing organizations since its incorporation in 1905. More than 3,000 
vessels have gone down the ways at Bethlehem shipyards. Almost one-third 
of these have been naval craft, and include submarines and aircraft carriers, 
destroyers, destroyer escorts, cruisers, and battleships. The balance have been 
merchant vessels, from tugs to tankers, cargo ships, and passenger liners 

. . including the largest commercial ship ever built in the United States, 
the SS Manhattan, delivered in 1962. 

Over the years, Bethlehem has made major contributions to advanced 
ship design and the development of marine propulsion systems. The first 
steam-turbined and the first nuclear-powered surface warships for the United 
States Navy were Bethlehem-built. More recently we developed the design 
for a new anti-submarine destroyer employing aircraft jet engines for gas- 
turbine propulsion. And two atomic attack submarines are under construction 
at our Quincy Yard. 

Some of the more significant ships built by Bethlehem during the past 
quarter-century are shown in this booklet. They exemplify Bethlehem’s 
versatility in the development, design, and construction of ships for trade, 
travel, and the national defense.
